Brazil is entering into an active 
alliance with the United States for 
the preservation of national honor 
and All-American democracy. 
Brazil's courageous policy, added 
to that of Cuba and some of the small 
Central American countries, has had 
a powerful effect on Latin-Amcrlca 
in general. 
Chile, which has here­ 
tofore professed only a mild form of 
benevolent neutrality, seems on th* 
point of follow ing Brazil's example. 
J-ioys the IU >rio Illuatrado of Santi­ 
ago: 
‘T’an-Amerlconism and the Monroe 
I) >etrlne have a deeper meaning than 
ever before. 
Brazil has accused Ger­ 
many of acta prejudicial to I'an-Am- 
erlcanism. 
Today it is Brazil, and 
tomorrow 
other nations will 
make 
the same charge. For the safe-guard­ 
ing of maritime traffic several na­ 
tions will offer facilities to the U nit­ 
ed States warships engaged in this 
work. 
Chile will be as friendly to 
the United S tates tis Brazil and Uru­ 
gu ay.” 
The official course of Argentina Is 
still uncertain, hut popular sympathy 
is admittedly in favor of supporting 
the United States.
